Steubcnvllle, Ohio. Dec. 22.— .Tames 
Pearson, 50 years old, well known 
farmer of Hancock county, W. Va., 
who early today is said to have shot 
and killed Frank LedBon, 25, and 
wounded William Ledson, 32, still is 
at large. 

William Ledson, who was wounded, 
is at the head of a posse of farmers 
and citizens which is combiug the 
West Virginia hills. 

Members of the two families, neigh- 
bors In Hancock county, have refused 
to divulge tho cause of the trouble, 
merely stating that the shooting was 
the culmination of an old feud. 

Frank Ledson, who was shot to 
death, was to have been married Sat- 
urday afternoon to Miss Mary Tingler, 
of Wierton, W. Va. 

The shooting took place_on the 
county highway between the Ledson 
and Pearson farms. At sight of the 
Ledsons it is said Pearson fired, killed 
the younger brother, then wounded 
William, leaving the two men lying in 
the road. 

Pearson last was seen three miles 
south of Wierton and is believed to 
have crossed Into Ohio. Several per- 
sons who saw him said he was suffer- 
ing from wounds.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

THK BIBTH OF JKSl'S. 
Luke 211.90. 

(By C. H. RAYL) 

Golden Text: "Thero is born to" you 
this day in the city of David a Savior, 
who is Christ the Lord."— Luke 2:11. 

Taking the Census. — When Augustus 
Caesar, from his imperial palace in 
Rome ordered a census of the Roman 
empire which should Include the In- 
habitants of Syria he had no Idea that 
he was actuated by anything save his 
own royal will. So little do we know 
of the reason for our own acta, that 
the proud emperor would have re- 
sented the suggestion that the census 
Instead of being his own imperial de- 
cree, was conceived more than seven 
hundred years before when through 
His prophet Micah, God had declared 
that Israel's promised ruled should 
come out of Bethlehem. The emperor 
of Rome had simply been used by a 
Ruler mightier than any earthly po- 
tentate In the ulflllment of prophecy. 

How Prophecy Was Fulfilled. — Now 
Mary and Joseph were In the little 
town of Nazareth In Galilee far away 
from Bethlehem, when this imperial 
decree was issued, which made it 
necessary for every family to go to the 
city of their fathers to be registered, 
and as both were of tho house of David 
it sent them on their way to the city 
of David. The little town of Bethle- 
hem was bo crowded with pilgrims on 
tho same errand that there was no 
place for them at the inn and they 
were forced to seek shelter In a stable. 

Bethlehem — A thread of low flat- 
roofed houses, running along the hill 
ridge appeared to the Virgin Mother as 
she journed toward Jorusalem. Perch- 
ed on the mountain was the castle of 
Herod, who was to seek to destroy the 
Moly Child. 

In the Mancer— Tho stable was only 



a cavern In the hlllsldo — this mother 
.'aid her most precious treasure in the 
hollowed trough of the manger- It was 
fitting that Ho who came to feed the 
hungry and redeem tho poor should 
so make himself one of them, that He 
was born and cradled Just as tho poor- 
est babies In all that land have been 
from time Immemorial. 

Watching Over the Sheep. — The 
shepherds were out watching their 
sheep when all around them was cast 
a great light of dazallng brightness. 
The beautiful angel appeared and 
said: "Fear not." It was tho first 
preacher of the Gospel, who hovered 
near them. People slept on as though 
tho mightiest even In all the history 
of the world had not Just transpired. 
But if no priest or royal herald an- 
nounced His coming, a greater did. this 
was none less than An angel from 
heaven to announce the birth of the 
Prince of Peace. 

Good Tidings — "I bring you good 
tidlngB of great Joy which shall be to 
all the people. For unto you is born 
this day in the city of David, a Savior 
which Is Christ the Lord." Not to be 
confined to one age only but for "All 
People." The angel did not announce 
a king but a Savior. .Th« Jews wanted 
a king, but God who knew all their 
backslidlngs and shortcomings, their 
ingratitude and unfaithfulness, saw 
that they needed a Savior first of all 
He must save us from the dominion of 
sin before we can be his loyal sub- 
jects. 

The Angel Chorus— There has been 
music ever since the world began, but 
never such as burst upon the en- 
tranced ears of the Judean shepherds.
